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1. The Neubrandenburg-Trollenhagen (H 54/U 67) airfield was 
being expended on the north by the V/aren (II 54/U 35) 

Bauunion Firm. The sloping ground there was being graded. 
The work was temporarily stopped because of severe frost. 

The workers* who formerly had been assigned to construction 
at the Rechlin (H 54/U 33) airfield, cleaned debris from the 
field. Local residents Btated that the field buildings had 
been completely stripped between 1945 and 1947* and that 
the field and the buildings had been surveyed in 1948. 
According to field workers and Trollenhagen residents, the 
field was occupied by 60 to 70 fighters which had made many 
flights on preceding days. (1) Tfte Soviet soldiers 
allegedly said that they had formerly been stationed in 
Staaken (H 53/Z 65).
